My passion 
for comics seemed like a waste of time to people, 
but as an adult, my knowledge of inert gases, for 
example, is the useless stuff. | planned to be a 
doctor for a while and Plan B was an economist, 
believe it or not, after | realised | couldn't quite 
hack it. I'm still obsessed with economics and 
honestly read the Financial Times online before I 
read even Comic Book Resources in the morning. 
Most people chill out to fiction but, because we 
spend all day in fiction, writers like to chill out to 
fact.

Definitely Grant Morrison when | interviewed 
him as an 18-year-old for a fanzine and he was 
doing his first big American run, Animal Man. | 
wanted to be a both writer and an artist and he 
suggested focusing on one as it was very hard to 
be successful at both. It was simple advice, but 
very pertinent. As a comic fan you don't always 
appreciate that they're two entirely different jobs. 
It's a rare creature who is great at both, like Frank 
Miller or Barry Windsor-Smith. Even getting good at 
one of themis a lifetime's journey if you're lucky.
